him with his back toa wall, maintaining a very unequal 
fight ; and, at the firft thruft, he laid Gelafins dead ; and_ 
then, turning upon Megafius, weupded him and made him 
fly ; he himfelf having received no hurt: But OGayius 
was defperately wounded, f ;

Gellus made his efcape, concealing Limfelf, with hopes ‘to 
find an opportunity to prave fiis own and friend’s inno- 
cence. However, OAavivs was tricd, at d, upon the fole 
evidence of Megafius, was fentenced tolofe his head; and 
he was already brought upon the f{taffold to be executed, 
when Leobellus, rufhing through the creud, called to the 
executioner to ftop his hand, for that he himfelf was the 
only perfon guilty; and, mounting the feaffold, decla- 
red the truth of the matter to the mapiftrates, cleared 
his friead, and offered his own lite to fatisfy the magif- 
trates. The whole multiwude cried pardon, and the ma- 
giftrates carried back the two friends to the halj, 
hear the caufe.
